Leonardo Gebbia Sentenced to 
Be Hanged for the Death of 
Walter Lamana, Kidnaped a 
Year Ago and for Whom a 
Ransom Was Demanded. 


New Orleans. June 13.—Following 
the signing of the death warrant of 
Leonardo Gebbia late yesterday by 
Governor Sanders, Peter Lamana, 
father of the youth for complicity in 
whose murder the condemned man 
has been sentenced to pay the penalty 
on the gallows, declared today that 
he would formally request the g0v- 
ernor and the sheriff at St. Charles 
parish, in which the crime was com- 
mitted, to permit him to act as exée- 


cutioner. 

The crime for which Gobbia was 
convicted and for which it has been 
decreed he should hang, was commit- 
ted two years ago from the day of the 
signing of the death warrant by the 
governor. Walter Lamana, the 12- 
vear-old son of Peter Lamana, 4 well- 
to-do Italian of this city, was kid- 
naped and a ransom of $5,000 demand- 
ed for him by the perpetrators of the 
deed. who operated under the sign of 
the Black Hand. The fatlier declined 
to comply with the demands and the 
lad some days later was found dead, 
his head having been severed from his 
body in the swamps of St. Charles 
parish, contiguous to New Orleans. 

Four Italian men and two women 
were tried about a vear agg in St. 
Charles parish for the crime, were 
found guilty and received a recom- 
mendation of mercy. They were sen- 
tenced to life imprtsonment. Some 
months later, Leonardo and Nicolina 
Gebbia, who, it was claimed, shielded 
the murderers were tried in the same 
parish, with the result of death sen- 
tences being imposed upon them. The 
woman's sentence was a few weeks 
azo commuted to life imprisonment by 
the board of pardons.

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IN COTTON ACREAGE 


Report Is Made oh Crop 
for 1909. s 


Probably About 3 Per Cent De- 
crease — Excessive Rainfall 
of Past Week Has Caused 
Grass to Grow in the'Fields. 


New Orleans, La. June 13,—The 
Times-Demoocrat, in publishing its first 
report of the cotton crop of 1909, will 
tomorrow summarize conditions as fol- 


lows: 
“There has been a moderate decrease 


in. acreage—probably about 56 per 


cent. 

“Taking the belt as a whole, the 
condition of the plant leaves much to 
be desired. 

“The supply of tiabor ts fairly 
adequate, as a rule, though there is a 
good deal of complaint in some sec- 
tions.” 

Among the reports from the cotton 
belt of unusual features is the fol- 
lowing from Austin, Texas: 

“That central Texas is without a cot- 
ton crop, with half of the month of 
June gone by, may be a State of af- 
fairs difficult to imagine, yet such is 
the case, and to farmers of this sec- 
tion it is a gad reality. 

“This is generally admitted through- 
out the rural precincts, and it is be- 
lieved that the same conditions exist 
throughout the state and most of the 
southwest. The state department: of 
agriculture in this city canfirms this 
statement. In facet, there is so. little 
cotton in the ground that a com- 
parison between the acreage of this 
year and that of last is next to im- 
possible. About the only cotton well 
grown at the present time has been 
raised almost exclusively by the ‘hot 
house’ method.” 

Grasse in the Fields. 
Memphis, Tenn., June 
Commercial Appeal, reviewing 
conditions for the past week, its 
issue tomorrew morning will say: 
Excessive rainfall has caused much 
grass in cotton fields east of the Mis- 

sissippi river. 

The weather of the last week was 
fair and hot, however, and much prog- 
ress was made in cultivation. 

Another week of bright, warm 
weather is needed to put the crop in 
good shape. Worst reports are re- 
ceived from Mississippi, where until 
last week, the rains were very heavy, 
washing the uplands and flooding the 
lowlands. The acreage in the state 
has decreased as a result. 

West of the Mississippi the crop is 
in fair condition, reports from Okla- 
homa and Texas being excellent. The 
rainfall west of Arkansas and Louisi- 
ana, except along the coast of Texas, 
has not been excessive. Parts of Tex- 
as is defiajent in moisture, but the 
plant looks well and is growing. 

The plant generally is smaller than 
last year, but where not overrun with 
grass or submerged, is healthy. 

Showers in Texas and Oklahoma 
would be beneficial, whfle fair weather 
is needed elsewhere.

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NEW CHARTER 


Committee Meets at 4 
O’Clock This Afternoon. 


Report of Subcommittee Will 
Be Acted Upon — Copies of 
Constitution, Containing the 
Charter in Full, Mailed to 
All the Members. | 


The charter revision committee of 
forty-nine will meet this afternoon at 
4 o'clock for the purpose of acting 
upon a report which will be submitted 
by a subcommittee. 

The subcommittee has drafted an en- 
tire new charter for Atlanta, covering 
in detail every phase of the city gov- 
ernment. It is one d¥ the most com- 
plete and comprehensive documents of 
the kind that has ever been prepared. 

The charter was exclusively publish- 
ed in full in The Constitution yester- 
day, two entire pages of the paper 
being used. 

The enterprise of The Constitution 
Was s0 greatly appreciated, that the 
secretary of the general committee 
yesterday morning secured copies of 
the paper and mailed them to the 
members of the committee and to all 
city officials who are interested in 
the question. The Constitution will 
be used this afternoon when the char- 
ter is taken up and discussed. 

The following are the four basic 
principles of the charter proposed: 


Principles of Charter. 

1. The legislative and executive de- 
partments are separated. 

2. The executive department § is 
vested in the mayor and six council- 
men, each member having equal force 
and vote on all matters coming before 
the body and demanding action by it. 

Its functions are on exact parallel 
lines with those of the president and 
directors of a private corporation, and 
every vote must bé recorded and thus 
the individual responsibility of each 
member of the body fixed beyond con- 
troversy. 

3. The legislative body is 
in size to one-half of that of ths 
present as between the wards and 
the city-at-large in such manner as 
to give proper territorial representa- 
tion, although each member must be 
chosen by the vote of the entire elec- 
torate of the city. 

4. A separate department of ac 
counting is created and provided for, 
in such way as that political consid- 
eration in manning and operating it 
are emasculated as far as possible. 

The report is signed by all the mem, 
bers of the subcommittee, except 
Charles T. Hopkins, who, it is said, 
will make a minority report, recom- 
mending the adoption of a charter on 
a commission plan of government. 

Chairman E. V. Carter urges every 
member of the committee to be on 
hand promptly at 4 o-clock.

Beaufort, N. C., June 13.—With two 
revenue cutters, the Seminole and the 
Pamlico, on watch, with a northeast- 
er punning off the coast and great 
seas making the inlets connecting the 
North Carolina sounds with the Atlan- 
tic ocean impassable for anything but 
the strongest craft, the chances of the 
success of a filibustering expedition 
from these waters directed against 
Venezuela, are today very small.

“Wrecking Home and De- 
stroying Family,’’ Says 
Dr. Broughton. 


Dr. Broughton last night preached 
on “The Young Woman's Temptations” 
in the series of Sunday night sermons 
that he is now delivering on “The Per- 
ils of Young Men and Young Women.” 

In part he said: : 

“The women of today should be! 
called upon to stop in their rush and! 
do some serious thinking concerning! 
the problems that rest altogether upon | 
their shoulders. 

“The rich and well-to-do classes are’! 
setting a pace for those not so fortu- 
nate; that is, leading many to ruin. 
If a rich woman wants to clothe her- 
self in gorgeous apparel and wear ex- 
travagant jewelry she has a perfect 
right to do it, but for ‘the sake of her 
less fortunate sisters, who are just as 
good and as capable in all things es- 
sential as' she is, she should do it at' 
the functions of her own class, and not 
flaunt herself on the streets or at 
church, or other places of common 
meeting. 

“A woman has no more right to 
tempt a girl into extravagance beyond 
what she can legitimately have than 
she has to tempt a man into vice. 
This responsibility has not been prop- 
erly impressed. Women of means seem 
to take a delight in making every oth- 
er woman who can’t keep up with her 
feel just as bad as possible. 


Same Love For Beautiful. 


“Women of small means, especially 
young women, have the same love for 
the beautiful as the rich; the same 
thing that tempts one tempts the other. 
Gorgeous personal adornment should 
not be made a matter of public parade; 
the streets and public places are no 
place for display. It is vulgar, and 
indicates a low order of breeding. Let 
such things be reserved for social 
functions among the classes that are 
able to have them. It is not only 
sane, but Christian. 

“Our Atlanta women have much to 
answer for in this regard. I have vis- 
ited many countries and observed con- 
ditions, and it is my candid opinion 
that Atlanta’s women dress more ex- 
travagantly than any other women I 
know of, especially on the streets and 
in public generally. They seem to 
have gone crazy in this respect. 

“Women who can afford it and wom- 
en who can’t afford it alike; the rich 
setting the pace and the poor trying 
to follow as closely as possible, all 
reckless and mad, flaring and flounc- 
ing their fine gowns and jewels on 
the streets and elsewhere. It does 
seem that it has reached the limit, and 
sober-minded people, except the dry 
goods merchants and dressmakers, cry 
for a halt. 

“The young woman knows that the 
way to win flattery and admiration is 
to dress as temptingly as possible. All 
are at it, and so she goes. This is the 
road .that thousands are going, and 
alas, it is the road to ruin. 

Great Heforms Are Needed, 

“Great reforms are heeded. A recent 
article in The Saturday Evening Post, 
in commenting upon the change that 
has come over women, says that it 
Was once true that a husband, to brag 
on his wife, would speak of her rare 
domestic qualities—her ability to make 
pies and jams, and her all-round abil- 
ity to make a happy home. But now 
it is not so, not because the husband 
or children would not have it so, but 
because she has decreed otherwise.

THE UNORGANIZED CONSUMER. 


Both at the tariff hearings of the ways and means committee of the 


house preceding the extra session of congress, and those of the senate com- 
mittee on finance, performing the same functions, it became a statement 
commonly accepted that the overwhelming majority of witnesses giving tes- 
-timony regarding schedules were directly interested in upward or downward 
revision; or maintaining the status quo. | 

It is upon evidence of this biased nature, supplemented by fragmentary 
and generally disregarded data from governmental] bureaus and the personal 
knowledge and leanings of congressmen, that the new tariff bill is being 
matie up. 

Powerful and struggling commercia! interests, whether manufacturers o 


importers, are ably represented. : 


consumer, wage and salary earners and farmers throughout the United 


States—the mere private citizen that occupies the inglorious role of supply- 
ing the backbone and largely the ribs of prosperity and industry in this 
nation. 

It is true that he maintains in Washington the senators and congressmen 
accredited to him by the federal cdnstitution. 

So do the giant and the pigmy corporations, for that matter. But in 
addition, they support an army of glib and energetic experts—men familiar 
with every intricacy of the special interest ‘for which they are pleading, and 
schooled in every art of persuasion, advocacy, offense and defense. 

So that the consumer in America, the many-millioned individual most 
intimately concerned in the framing of imposts upon crude and finished ma- 
terial, and taxations that determine the cost of living, is most grievously 
handicapped in the combat for a square legislative deal. 

The average of him knows the labyrinths ofthe tariff only as he is in- 
formed by random newspaper articles and word-of-mouth from his con- 
gressman, who, himself, has rarely the opportunity to hecome thoroughly 
familiar with the hundreds of schedules that go to the making up of the main 
body of any tariff law. : 

We may point, of course, to the gradual universal triumph of education 
as a remedy for this inequality. But there is always the retort that the 
ordinary American has neither time nor inclination to wade through ex- 
haustive documents, a process indispensable if he is to become personally ac- 
quainted with the vital details of the subject. 

The factor that is giving Senator Aldrich virtually the power to construct 
the pending bill is an enclycopaedic knowledge of his subject, whereas the 
average congressman counts himself fortunate if he™“has painfully mastered 
a superficial command of a few of the schedules affecting his immediate 
constituency. 

Obviously, if the consumer is hereafter to be upon an equal plane with 
the other agencies in the big game of tariff-making, the existing status must 
be changed substantially.

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THE*COWARD OF A CENTURY. 


Because they are human and realize that, spasmodically, the strongest 
nerve may fail, men condone cowardice of a semi-occasional nature. But 
there is no contempt too bitter and fundamental for the man whose every 


and unreasoning fear. 

Developments of recent date establish Abdul Hamid, ex-sultan of Turkey, 
in a class all his own, catalogued under the latter category. 

In recent years reports have leaked out of Constantinople of the savage 
timidity which struggled with a wonderful command of Machievillian diplo- 
macy for mastery in Abdul’s character. It has remained for the revelations 
following his deposition to set forth in wonder-stirring detail the full measure 
of his cowardice. 

/or money he had an insane love and an amazing knack in amassing it 
by guile and violence. Ezplorations of the Yildiz Kiosk, his place of resi- 
dence, developed innumerable safes crammed with actual and potential wealth, 
concealed in the most unsuspected and ingenious places. 

But the most astonishing find of the searchers was a series of dummy 
images of the former sultan, placed in all postures and in many strategic 
locations throughout the palace. Abdul lived in constant foreboding of assas- 
sination, and he chose this peculiar method to mislead individuals afflicted 
with the benign impulse to rid the earth of his presence. 

Many of the rooms concealed cunning trap doors, through which suspected 
persons could be disposed of at a moment's notice. 

Discoveries were also made of a regular library dealing with poisons, tor- 
tures, peculiar methods of assassination and other lore recalling more the bar 
barous midde ages than the twentieth century. 

It seems, too, that Abdul added to the luxury of cowardice the lovable role 
of royal biackmaiigr. Intimations are let out to the effect that he plotted to 
enmesh both large and small fry among accredited diplomatists in intrigues 
with women or money difficulties, using his private knowledge of such -af- 
fairs to bend them to his will. 

This is the man tolerated for decades by alleged Christian nations It 
remained for his own people, whom we flippantly regard as pagan, to bring 
him to an accounting. :

He 
Was not counted as being much in 
those days, but his writings and his 
words and the influence of his life 
bave had more influence on the world 
thaw all the writings of the philoso- 
phers. He was the apostie who car- 
ried Christianity to Europe, and the 
effects of his message are known of 
all men. He was stirred@@leeply by 
the fact that the city was given to 
idolatry, and proclaimed that the great 
end of all human life is to find and 
to know God. 

Destinies of the World. 

Bishop Candler declared that God 
had shaped the destinies of the world 
and that the man who leaves God out 
of history misses the whole purpose 
o flife. The Athenians had not found 
God, and had erected an altar to the 
unknown God. There are some people 
in this day who delight in referring 
to the unknowable God. The bishop 
referred to the many pleas for toler- 
ance by those who even go so far as 
to say that the heathen should be 
allowed their beliefs in “God, for we 
cannot tell whether thev are right or 
not. He declared with emphasis that 
there was about Christianity a certain 
amount of noble intolerance, and that 
all genuine truth is intolerant of error. 
Two and two are four, and it is in- 
tolerant of two and three are six, be- 
cause the latter is not the truth. The 
gospel in a noble sense is intolerant. 

The philosophers in Athens had not 
found God in all their philosophy. 
Wherever men leave out the ight from 
above and confine their beliefs to the 
philosophers of earth they become 
fatalists. Some men have dealth with 
what they call law until they cannot 
pray. They say we can ask for spirit- 
ual blessings, but not physical, as God 
has a law and will not violate it for 
his children. The old negro woman 
who asked God for a blessing and got 
it, Knows more about God then such 
philosophers. She knows it because 
she has dealt with him. You cannot 
find God except by direct dealing with 
him. Nobody expects these philosophi- 
cal and scientific searchers to find God. 
They are after finding him in a way 
they will never succeed in. Job said 
“Can’st thou by thy search find out 
God or know the Almighty to perfec- 
tion?” The -higher critics in their 
work have done about as much as any- 
body, and that is nothing. 

You cannot find Him through art. 
The Athenians had a high development 
in art, but they did not find God 
through that development. The Japan- 
ese have a high development in art, 
but they have eight million gods, and, 
at the same time, no God. The Chi- 
nese are a nation of philosophers, but 
they have failed to find God by their 
philosophy. _-The only way to find 
God is through Jesus Christ, His Son. 
Here and here only will a man find 
God and know Him. The supreme in- 
tellectual, moral and heart need is to 
know God. 

If Man Fail to Find God, 

Bishop Candler told of a man who

TRIBUTE 1S PAID 
DEAD ENGINEERS 


Governor Hoke Smith! 
Makes the Principal 
Address. 


A tribute to the memory of the 
thirteen locomotive engineers belong- 
ing to the brotherhood, who have died 
during the past year, was paid by the 
four divisions of the order yesterday 
afternoon, in the Knights of Pythias 
hall, in the Kiser bullding. 

Out of these thirteen engineers, nine 
their lives by sticking by the 
throttle in an attempt to save the 
lives of passengers, The nine en- 
gineers were Charlies R. Pease, Cc. W. 
O'Neal, J. G. Edwards, L. P. Huthinson, 
W. M. Brown, Charies Huggins, O. M. 
Burch, Ben F, Dewberry and W. J. 
O'Neal, J. G. Edwards, L. P. Hutchinson, 
C. Abercrombie died from n@ural 
causes, and the other two, Engifieers 
G. F, Mooney and A. J. Elliott, were 
drowned near Savannah. 

Governor Hoke Smith, who made the 
principal address, paid a high tribute 
to these engineers who lost their lives 
by staying at their posts. 

“There are heroes under the flag of 
battle,” saiq the governor, “but there 
are heroes in time of peace just as 
well, and it can be truly said that all 
of your brothers except four dieq as 
brave a death as ever a soldier upon 
battlefield. Well may you gather in- 
spiration from their lives.” 

Governor Smith praised the excellent 
work of the brotherhood, declaring 
that it was the greatest order of its 
kind in the world. He said that the 
doctrine of “man’s responsibility to 
man’ was beautifully exemplified, and 
he regarded the work of the brother- 
hood as a religion of its own.

carried his wife to a little 
two-room house. He struggled upward 
and when he reached middie life he 
had accumulated a small fortune, and 
had built him a handsome _ residence, 
Then his wife died, and then his 
daughter, and then his son, and he 
was left alone in his splendid palace. 
And he exclaimed in ‘his bitterness: “I 
would give up all I have if I could but 
go back to the little two-room cottage 
and have by my side the little woman 
who was then the joy of my life.” How 
sore the bereavement if men fail to 
find God. Suppose that a message were 
to come and you believed the mes- 
sage, that God had died, but. ad, be- 
fore dying, left provision that all in 
this world, in the way of material af- 
fairs, should go on without any trou- 
ble, would we miss Him, if we really 
believed that He was dead. There 
would be many who have had per- 
sonal experiences with God, who 
have sought and found Him, who would 
sorely miss Him. 

There are people who g0 about 
saying: “I don't believe in creeds. ’ 
What does the word “creed” come 
from? Why, from “credo,” “I believe.” 
These men are like chickens with 
their heads cut off, flopping around 
and imagining there is music in the 
fluttering of their wings and grace 
in their movements. They call this 
advanced theology. The little infant 
knows its mother. It does not know 
that mother by anything it has read 
about or anything it has studied out 
or any philosophical knowledge or 
investigation. It just knows her be- 
cause of the great personal and close 
contact wit hthat mother’s life 
soul. Wou must know God if He 
bless you. You must deal face to face 
and heart to heart with God if you 
receive the blessing. 

Conclusion, 

Bishop Candler then made a power- 
ful exposition of the doctrine of the 
resurrection, and held up Christ and 
the resurrection as the great truths 
that men must grasp if they enjoy 
religion. Chrigt is not the scaffolding 
around the temple we call civilization, 
but the foundation, and when you take 
Him out of the life of a people, the 
whole temple falis.

Some highly interesting figures re- 
garding payments of death clatms by 
life insurance companies in Georgia 
for the year 1908, are published in 
The Insurance Press. 

The total of all death claims paid in 
Georgia during 1908 was $5,700,000, 
exclusive. of dividends and surrender 
values. These latter are conserva- 
tively estimated at $2,500,000, making 
the total disbursements by life insur- 
ance companies in Georgia for 1908, 
$8,200,000, a figure which puts Georgia 
high up in the )ist of states in this 
connection. 

Payments of death claims in the 
four largest cities of the state were as 
follows: Atlanta, which comes twenty- 
eighth in the list of all the cities of 
the United States, $974,646; Savannah, 
the fifty-first city, $521,944; Macon, 
fifty-sixth, $474,330, and Augusta, 
séxty-fourth, $409,090.

Loans on Policies. 


According to the returns to the in- 
surance department of the state of 
New York, there was an apparent in- 
crease of more than $53,450,000 in loans 
on policies in 1908. At the close of the 
year the charge against policyholders 
for loans on their policies in compa- 
nies that reported was $362,029,417, re- 
ducing the insurance protection of 
$10,497,923,599 to $10,135,894,182. The 
apparent increase of the loans on poli- 
cies by the companies that reported to 
the state of New York in 1907 was 
$72,587,325, as compared with the in- 
crease of $27,279,826 in 1906. 

In many cases of loans on life in- 
surance policies commercial credit was 
sustained, employers were able to get 
sufficient money for the payment of 
the wages of their employees, who 
otherwise would have been in strained 
circumstances, and properties were 
kept from sacrifice. 


Too Much Insurance Legisiation. 


Robert Lynn Cox, general counsel 
and manager for the Association of 
Life Insurance Presidents, has ren- 
dered a report to the organization on 
“Life Insurance and Legislation in 
1909.” This report reviews the win- 
ter's activities among the various leg- 
islators, and shows that about 1,250 
bills, all more or less relating to life 
insurance, have been introduced in the 
various states since January 1. This 
does not indicate any abatement in the 
desire of state government to control

The advantages of what is known 
as the “ten-premium plan” in life in- 
surance have been forcibly illustrated 
by the recent payment of two claims, 
on policies issued upon the life of Mr.

This gentleman first obtained 
insurance for the sum of $5,000, the 
premium being $218.55, to be paid an- 
nually for a period of ten years, then 
all payments to cease. In less than 
one year he decided to increase his 
investment, and obtained a_ second 
policy for the same amount and upon 
the same plan, the premiums on this 
being $2238.10 annually, on account of 
his increased age. 

Mr. Hart continued the payments for 
ten years, and in that time he had 
paid on policy No. 1, $2,185.00 and on 
policy No, 2, $2,231. Upon the death 
of the insured, which occurred re- 
the fesults attained under this 
form of policy were developed. The 
additions to the first policy in the 
shape of dividends amounted to $4,- 
186.00, and on the second policy to 
$4,151, and the account at the close 
stood as follows: 

Cost to the insured: 
$2,185; second policy, 
$4,416. 

Payment by the company: 
policy, $9,186.00; second policy, 
151.00. Total, $158,337.00. 

Return over cost, $13,921.00.

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IN SOCK MARKET 


Operators Show Some 
Uncertainty as to Outlook 


Prices of Some Stocks Were 
Marked Up, While Other 
Securities Were Pushed for | 
Sale—Govt. Grain Report. 


New York, June 13.—A good deal of 
coufusion marked the price movement 
of securities last week and this gave 
rise to or was the index of -uncer- 
tainty in the opinton of the specula- 
tive outlook held by the operators in 
the stock market. Continued control 
was asserted by powerful speculative 
forces by the vigorous marking up in 
the prices of stocks here and there, 
of a class calculated to exercise strong 
influence on sentiment. 

At the same time advantage was 
taken of favorable developments in 
equally infiuential stocks to push 
them for sale, even at the expense of 
sharp inroads on the prices estab- 
lished. 

Mixed Appearance. 

Reasons were sought in the course 
of events for this mixed appearance 
of the speculation and some of the 
week's developments. were held to be 
sufficiently dubious Yn their implica- 
tions to account for the hesitation tm 
the action of the stock market,  al- 
though confidence in the progress of 
improvement in business and industry 
was unimpaired. 

The government report on the June 
1 yield of the grain crops’ received 
close attention from financial ob- 
servers and it failed to offer the full; 
encouragement hoped for as to the | 
promise of the harvests. The decline 
in the condition of winter wheat dur- 
ing May was a disappointment and 
the increase in acreage of yspring 
whea. planted fell short of previous 
estimates, although the high condi- 
tion of the latter was ae source of 
Sratification. Special attention has 
been turned to the corn crop, but 
while a large yield is expected, the 
fuct that official determination ef the 
acreage planted remains to be made, 
impels caution in the assumptions of 
the, final outcome. 

To Realize Profits. 

The disposition to realize profits on 
favorable developments was 
ly illustrated in the action of Southern 
Pacific following the announcement of 
the plan of retirement of the preferred 
stock. United States Steel showed the 
waning effect of the project to intro- 
duce the stock on the Paris bourse. 
Reports of conditons in the’ stee! 
trade showed further expansion and 
advances in wages by several inde- 
pendent companies were taken as A 
proof of the healthy condition of the 
industry. 

The statistics of 


the Copper Pro- 
ducers’ Association for May confirmed 
the belief in a definite check to the 
accumulation of stocks, the deliveries 
for the month heving exceeded the 
increased produce by upwards of 
13,000,000 pounds. .Orders for delivery 
this month and next were said to be 
sufficient to absorb the stocks on 
hand, and some of the important pro- 
ducers were practically out of the 
market at prevailing prices, Copper 
industrials, however, were but slightly 
responsive. 
Interest Rates Advance. 

Interests rates on money advanced 
in all markets during the week. Dis- 
count rates rose in London, Paris and 
Berlin, but the outgo of gold from 
New York to Paris was checked. 
Rates both for call and time loans 
were higher in New York, and bor- 
rowing from foreigners was extended. 
Southwestern money centers reported 
some stirring of demand for funds in 
preparation for the movement of the 
crops. The approach of the half-yearly 
settlements will involve some prepara- 
tions for the large disbursements 
then. Some withdrawal of govern- 
ment deposits from the national banks 
and a government bond flotation are 
looked forward to and much 
important financing remains to 
be provided for the large cor- 
porations. It is known that very 
large holdings of bonds figure in the 
record loan account now shown by 
the banks of the country and the pos- 
sibility is offered of a movement to 
market some of these holdings in the 
event of any constriction of the money 
supply.

Southern Refining Co. Buys 50 
Acres at Athens.

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SFABORN WRIGHT | 
SPEAKS AT MACON 


Tells of ‘Spread of Prohi-' 
bition. 


Stated That More Than 8,000 
Saloons Had Been Closed in 
United States on Account of 
the Movement in Georgia. 


— 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., June 13.— 
(Special.)}—Hon. Seaborn Wright, of 
Rome, delivered an eloquent and pow- 
erful address before an audience of 800 
to 1,000 people in the city auditorium 
this afternoon, in which he told of the 
spread of the prohibition movement 
in the north and middle west. He 
charmed his audience from the _ start, 
and presented statements that proved 
highly.interesting. He was received 
with much interest and constantly ap- 
Pplauded. His most characteristic ut- 
terance was a statement that more 
than 8,000 saloons had been closed in 
the United States as a direct result of 
the movement which found its best 
and most complete effect in Georgia. 

George S. J® @s introduced Hon. Du- 
pont Guerry, §vho, in a very able ad- 
dress, introduced the speaker of the 
afternoon. On the rostrum a number 
of prominent chureh workers and 
leaders in the movement here were 
seated. Prayer was offered by Rev. J, 
A. Smith, of the Vineville Methodist 
church, and several vocal selections 
were rendered. Mr. Guerry made many 
characteristic statements himself 
among them being one that the women 
of Georgia are by no means disfran- 
chised. He'said there is now a move- 
ment on foot to defeat the prohibition 
law two years hence. Both he and 
Mr. Wright were firm in their belief 
that nothing would hardly impair the 
law yet. Mr. Guerry de- 
clared that it is now being enforced 
far better than some of the penal 
laws of the state. 

Mr. Guerry declared that the pro- 
hibition law is a result of the work of 
the better element of the citizens of 
the state, and especially of the better- 
half, referring to the women. He said 
he had understood that prohibition 
was not the thing that would have

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RENEWAL OF ACTIVITY 
IN THE STEEL TRADE 


As a Result Quantities of Pig 


Iron Are Being Or- 
dered. 


New York, June 13.—There has been 
a renewal of activity in pig iron in 
the last few days, and contracts ag- 
gregating 750,000 tons have been 
placed for shipment over the third 
querter of the year. Steel plants and 
bridge works have ordered 25,000 tons 
of basic iran, while cast iron pipe 
works have been the largest pur- 
chasers of, forge and foundry grades, 
with contracts still pending for 30,000 
tons. Prices of forge. grades have 
advanced about 26 cents a ton. 

Fabricated steel contracts placed 
during the week have aggregated 
about 36,000 tons, and tenders have 
been made on as. much more. Railroad 
work has been light, relatively. Most 
of the building contracts placed have 
been small, individually. 

Rail contracts placed during the 
week have aggregated 80,000 tons, and 
contracts are now pending for 200,000 
tons, of which 150,000 tons are (for 
the Harriman lines, and have already 
been allotted, but there is some con- 
troversy in regard to specifications. 
The Seaboard Air Line, the New Hav- 
en and the New York City railway are 
about to place rail contracts for an 
aggregate of 40,000 tons. 

Since the ist of June contracts for 
fourteen steamers and five torpedo 
boats have been placed with eastern 
ship yards, and contracts for eight 
additional vessels are pending. 

Since the first of the year railroads 
have placed orders for 22,000 cars, and 
6,000 more will be placed within the 
next week. 

Additional sheet mills have been put 
int® commission by the American 
Sheet and Tinplate Company, and large 
orders are pending for steel pipe. 

Pig iron production is now at. the 
rate of 23,000,000 tond annually, the 
output in May being the largest since 
October.

Two divers have died in the attempts 
to rescue the men on account of the 
immense pressure...

Strengthen Prohi Law. 

Montgomery, Ala. June 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—In holding that it is not nec- 
essary to have indictments in prohibi- 
tion law violation, the supreme court 
on Thursday added another bilbet of 
strength to the general liquor control 
act, and made it easier for those who 
are trying to bring about the enforce- 
ment of the act, to secure convictions. 
At the same time the ruling of Judge 
J. B. Gaston, of the Montgorery coun- 
ty court, binding over thirty-nine de- 
fendants to the grand ury, is in effect 
reversed. The case vame up on peti- 
tion of Reuben Nash, Jr., from Mobile, 
who sought to prevent trial in that 
city on a charge of violating the pro- 
hibition laws save on indictment. It 
was held that the provision eliminating 
indictment from this act was in vio- 
lation of section 45 of the constitution, 
but the supreme court, Justice Ander- 
son writing, takes the other view; de- 
claring the section good and legal.

Fertilize Cowpeas. 

I was asked the other day by an 
experienced and successful farmer (@ 
civil war veteran) “would you advise 
me to apply commercial fertilizers to 
cowpeas on some thin soil that I am 
going to sow for hay?’ ‘The question 
illustrates a somewhat prevailing idea 
that cowpeas should not be manured 
or fertilized. I do not know what 
may be the basis of the notion, unless 
it be the general conviction that cow- 
peas will grow and produce a crop on 
the poorest soil. It is an old saying, 
in characterizing a very poor. soil, 
that “its too poor to sproyt cow- 
peas,” the inference being that to 
“sprout” the seed would be the last 
expiring effort of a soil—that is 
either naturally very poor or one that 
has been exhausted by methods of 
farming so well known in the south, 
and that the vegetating process could, 
by no means, go further. The saying 
quoted is by no means a slander on 
the character and reputation of the 
cowpea, but is rather a somewhat left- 
handed tribute to its merits as a pro- 
ducer of hay and grain and especially 
to its qualities as a renovator of the 
soll. Our forefathers of two genera- 
tions ago did not appreciate this hum- 
ble legume so highly as do we of this 
day and generation, although its pow- 
er to improve the soil was understood 
by not a few. (I digress long enough 
to say, however, that our grand-dad- 
dies appreciated the value of cotton 
seed as a fertilizer about equally with 
us of a later issue, and it’s a slander 
on their common sense to say that cot- 
ton seed Was a nuisance in the old days 
“before the war.” The truth is, those 
ancient farmers who did not value 
cotton seed as a manure, but attested 
their ignorance or perversenes¢, or 
some other such weakness, and were 
no worse than those farmers of the 
present day who persist in using 
sound cotton seed directly as a fer- 
tilizer, instead of exchanging them for 
cotton seed meal). 

But to come back to cowpeas. The 
truth is. that the cowpea will- grow 
and produce a very light crop of 
vines and grain on very poor soil, and 
so also will cotton produce a smal! 
weed and a small yield of seed and lint 
On very poor soil. In fact, cotton is 
just as well suited to por soil as is the 
cowpea or any other crop. Any soil 
that will make anything at all will 
yield a scant crop of cotton, as every 
farmer knows, but no sensible farmer 
will therefore plant and cultivate cot- 
ton without manure or fertilizer of 
some sort. It pays to use such helps 
on better land and on even the best. 
It is true in regard to every crop 
that is produced on the farm. 

I will admit that it may be well—at 
least pardonable—to sow cowpeas 
without fertilizer when the crop is to 
follow immédiately a crop of smal 
grain that was well and liberally fer- 
tilized with acid phosphate and pot- 
ash, particularly if such grain crop 
was ‘cut off” by drought or rust or 
was in some-way prevented from mak- 
ing a full yield. In such case it may 
be safe to assume that the acid phos- 
phate and potash are still left in the 
soil—in some degree—and will be 
available to the cowpea crop. 

But I believe in fertilizing cowpeas 
on general principles, and advise that 
course whenever and wherever we 
would fertilize any other crop. If the 
land under contemplation would pro- 
duce (without fertilizer) three-fourths 
of a ton of good cowpea hay per acre, 
and the gddition of $2 or $3 worth of 
acid phosphate and potash would in- 
crease the yield by one-fourth of a 
ton of hay—worth $4 or $5—it seems 
to me as simple a proposition as “twice 
two are four.” This takes no account 
of the improvement of the soil. I think 
it but reasonable to say that the !tm- 
provement of the _ soil would  cor- 


respond very closely to the yield of 
hay. In other words, the greater the 
crop produced (although removed from 
the soil) the greater the amount of 
roots, leaves and stubble left to be 
turned under for the succeeding crop. 

So I advise that 200 to 300 pounds 
of 10-4 acid and potash, or 200 pounds 
of 14 per cent acid and 20 pounds of 
muriate of potash per acre. On very 
thin soil I believe the addition. of a 
little cotton meal, say 50 pounds per 
acre, would be helpful, or, instead, 
about 25 pounds of nitrate of soda, ap- 
plied at times of sowing, so as to sup- 
ply nitrogen during the early stage of 


the cowpea plants.

POLL EVIL AND. FISTULOUS WITH- 


J. W. McDade, Ripley, Ala—Please 
describe poll-evil through these col- 
umns and remedy for same, as I have 
a good mule 5 years old that I am 
afraid has, or is going to have, poll- 
evil. Hoping to see answer soon. 

Answer—Poll-evil and fistulous with- 
ers are the same except the former is 
a deep-seated abscess, or running sore 
located on the “~oll,” or just behind 
the ears; while the fatter is lécated on 
the withers. or top of the shoulders. 
A poll-evil is the result of a blow on 
the top of the head, or by using a tight 
bearing rein. It is essentially a 
swelling behind the ears, on one or 
both sides. When it appears quickly 
it is hot and painful to the touch; at 
other times it comes on gradually and 
is not hot or tender, and it may be 
months, of even @ year or more, before 
it becomes a fistula. The treatment 
for poll-evil (or threatened poll-evtl) 
is the same as for a similar condition 
of the withers. In the early stages 
before matter has formed, and it is hot 
and tender, bathe the place half an 
hour at a-time with cold water three 
times a day, following each time with 
a lotion of % ounce of sugar of lead 
dissolved in one quart of water, which 
may be applied by laying on the place 
a woolen rag saturated with the lotion. 
After several days of this treatment, 
or when heat and soreness have disap- 
peared and the swelling remains, blis- 
ter as follows: Mix 2 drams of can- 
tharides with one ounce of lard, andkrub 
well tn on the pol]. Repeat the blister 
in two weeks. é effect of this treat- 
ment will be. either to “scatter” i or 
hasten the formation of matter. If 
part of the swelling becomes very soft 
and the hair drops out, it is in proper 
condition to be opened with knife. 
After removing the matter by injecting 
tepid water then proceed as follows: 
Examine the opening with a probe to 
find the depth and extent of it, and to 
see if there be any foreign substance 
or piece of bone in it (which should be 
removed if found). Dip strips of soft 
muslin intg butter of antimony, press 
it into thé opening, then draw it out 
and put in another. Let this last re- 
main for several hours, then draw it 
out, let alone for three days and re- 
peat. Treat each opening (if more 
than one) in the ®ame way. and until 
all unhealthy flesh is destroved; which 
may be known ge the mouth of the 
opening sinking in and the. swelling 
subsidin Also rub a little of the 
blister ointment around the mouth of 
the opening every two weeks.

By 
roper treatment the pain end suffer- 
ng may be ameliorated and the final 
blindness .be .postponed indefinitely, 
and the horse die of some other disease 
before becoming blind. An attack (on 
one eye usually) lasts about !0 days 
and then subsides, only to: recur with 
varying periods of one month or more, 
each time leaving the eye in worse 
condition, until the sight is destroyed. 
The other eye is then attacked with 
the same result. ° 

When an attack comes on keep: the 
animal in a moderately dark place, and 
bathe the eyes with cold water for 
10 or 16 minutes: Then apply in the 
eye a lotion ’of 10 grains of sugar of 
lead, 10 drops of laudanum, !% ounces 
of water. his should be done three 
times a day. Also give ! dram ‘of 
lodide of potash in a bran mash, twice 
a day for four days. 


MOON-BLINDNESS. 

R., Harrison, Plumervilie, Ark.—I 
havea horse eight years old, and his 
éyes"are affected. They commenced in 
February of this year, begun to swell 
but watered very little. I have used 
you® recipe for moon-eyed horses, and 
when I put it In it makes them matter 
considerably, but it doesn’t clear them 
up completely. The attack doesn’t 
last very long. I don't ,think he is 
moon-eyed, as I have had some experi- 
ence with them. His eyes have never 
bothered him before, He is a fine 
horse, and ts in fine fix. Can you give 
meafemedy. His eyes doesn’t matter 
only when I put the medicine in them. 

Answer—If xou will read over your 
letter you will note that you have 
not described the symptoms except to 
say that his eyes ‘‘commenced swelling 
and running water very little in Feb- 
ruary,” and when you use my recipe 
for moon;blindness it makes the eyes 
“matter considerably, but does not 
clear them up completely,” and the at- 
tack does not last very long (how long 
—a day or two, or a week or ten days. 
or only a few hours, less than a day). 

If the attack is periodical and is con- 
fined to one eye, and lasts several days 
(or a week or ten days) it is almost 
certainly moon-blindness. There is 
nothing in your description that ex- | 
cludes that diagnosis.

L. E. Carson, Rayle, Ga.—I want to 
know what is the trouble with my 
mule. She is a large, fine mule, weight 
1,100 pounds; eats corn, fodder and 
sheaf oats. Occasionally she has knots 
to come on her under the skin; can 
move them about, and some are large 
as a man’s first and hard as bone; can’t 
moke the large ones. They stay there 
about a week, and then disappear. 
Knots come on her legs, then continue 
to swell. Her right front knee had a 
knot on it for several days. Now, the 
leg is swollen from her body to her 
foot. This morning her left knee is 
swollen; both hind knees have knots 
in the hollow of the joints, and is 
swollen until the joint is almost round, 
She has not been strained or driven 
hard; been pulling Planet, Jr., several 
days. The swejling is first as bad 
when she goes in pasture; she is not 
lame at all, and the knots are not sore 
to the touch. I can rub them as hard 
as I please with my hand, and that 
seems to feel good to her. 

Please tell me what to do for her. 
She is in good fix, smooth and fat. 

Answer—IiIn my judgment, your mule 
has nothing more serious than an at- 
tack of surfeit, usually connected 


with shedding of the coat, sudden 
changes in the weather, unwholesome 
food, or sudden changes in the _ food,

MULE PROBABLY WORMY. 

U. A. Campbell, Searight, Ala.—My 
Mule became sick without any appar- 
ent cause. He swelled up and wants 
to roll. Bowels very loose and copious. 
He turns his upper lip up and shows 
his teeth. 

Answer—The symptoms as described 
indicate that your’ mule has worms, 
especially indicated by the turning of 
the lips. Other symptoms are: colicky 
pains, at times; switching of the tail, 
rubbing the tail or rump against some 
object, frequent discharges from the 
bowels, diarrhoea (or constipation) 
poor condition, eating trash, straw, 
manure, etc.

Inclosed find two specimens of grass 
that I wish you to give names and 
merits of. The one that makes seed 
head that resembles wheat, I first no- 
ticed in oats last year; the seed were 
mixed with the seed oats, which were 
raised in Texas. The other grass 
thrives best in wet soils. It grows in 
large bunches and makes an early 
rank growth, after which it makes 
seed. Will the seed germinate? 

(2) How would you terrace hill land 
of moderate slope to prevent washing 
where the rows are on a level (are 
planted to corn and peanuts) and 
have been cultivated level? I have 
decided to make a high bed on each 
level row, say 4 feet wide, and sow 
peat on this bed broadcast. 

(3) Have, Spanish peanuts planted 
in drills 3 feet wide. Would it be too 
close to plant another row in middle 
after the first cultivation, say June

Answer—(1) The specimen of grass 
which you describe as. resembling 
wheat is solium temulentum, or 
“Bearded Darnell.” It belongs to the 
same genus with perennial rye grass, 
but is annual and is one of the very 
rare instances of a harmful grass 
when consumed by animals in con- 
siderable quantity. It is of no value 
and should be destroyed as a pest. The 
other plant is paspalum lave, a na- 
tive perennial southern grass 
makes go00d hay or pasture. Dr. 
Phares speaks highly of it in his 
“Farmers’ Book of Grasses.” 

(2) I would run a “dead level” ter- 
race line at succesalve differences in 


‘level of 3 feet and through up a mod- 


erate bed; but: ‘would not have this 
bed to serve as a dam to hold the 
rain water.

A SPRAINED ANKLE. 

Ennis O’Neal, Chipley, Gae.—On the 
May my horse either 
sprained or bruised his left hind ankle 
in LaGrange, Ga., on the pavement. I 
led him off on the pavement. I felt 
him ae back just as he had got on 
the pavement and his foot seemed to 
have hurt him awful. Don’t know 
whether he sprained it when he step- 
ped on the pavement or hit*his ankle 
on the curbing. He then limped bad- 
ly about thirty yards, then seemed to 
be all right. I drove him 11 miles 
home then with a load; noticed him 
limping twice; he seemed to be ail 
right the next day, and the second 
day I rode him horseback and noticed 
that he limped some. The third morn- 
ing his ankle was swollen a good 
deal as high up as the hock and the 
ankle seems to be more sensitive on 
the inside. Please give remedy te 
cause the swelling to go down. 

Answer—From your description !} 
conclude that a plain case of sprain 
of the fetlook joint has been greatly 
aggravated by your persistent work- 
ing of theanimal. Hadyou given him 
complete rest 4 very simple treatment 
would probably have restored him in 
a few days. I would now bathe the 
leg from hoof to hock three times a 
day in either hot.or cold water, half 
hour at a time, and follow each bath- 
ing with a lotion of half-ounce of 
sugar of lead dissolved ‘im one quart 
of water containing two ounces of 
laudanum. Continue until the sore- 
ness is removed. If the case becomes 
chronic you will have to resort to blis- 
tering, rubbing in some of an oint- 
ment of two drams of cantharides and 
one ounce of vaseline, Let it remain 
on twenty-four hours, then wash off 
and grease with clean lard. Repeat in 
two weeks. A sprafn of any of the 
joints should never be @egravated by 
working the animal. Complete rest 
is the most essential part of the re- 
storative treatment. 


DYSPEPSIA OF HORSE. (2) 
- GRUBS AND GRAVEL. 
Alex Stanley, Abbevtlie, Ala.—My 


‘horse is in very good condition; has a 
sleek coat of hair and eats everything | 


I give him (I give him plenty), but 
when he gets through eating he will 
turn around and eat nearly all of his 
dung, as if it were oats or corn. Also 
give remedy for horse gravel and cure 
for grubs. 

Answer—1l. Your horse has_a pretty 
bad case of indigestion or dyspepsia. 
The first thing ts to change his food, 
substituting shelled oats, in part, for 
corn. Let him have green food and 
pasture and pure, clean water to drink, 
Always give av horse water before 
feeding and not-with haif hour after 
feeding. Give: at one dose as a drench 
one and a half to two pints of raw 
linseed ofl. After the oll has operated, 
boil a teacupful ef flaxseed into a pulp 
with a gallon or two of water and 
while hot pour it over half pail of 
bran and make a mash of it. When 
cool put in one of the following pow- 
ders: Four ounces each of copperas 
and saltpetre, powdered and mixed and 
divided into twenty-four powders. Give 
daily and continue for several weeks, 
if necessary. 

2. By “grubs” I presume you mean 
the larvae of the botfiy, or “bote,” as 
they are usually called. These very 
rarely give any trouble, except when 
they lodge in the rectum, whence they 
may be dislodged by injecting tobacco 
water. There ig no-treatment in the 
way of medicing that will either pre- 
vent or curé gravel. An operation to 
remove the calculus ia about all that 
can be done, and this requires a veteri- 
nary surgeon. 


TRICHIASIS OF HORSE. 

L. C. Smith, Athens, Ga.—I have a 
horse that has some trouble with its 
eye that causes it to run water all the 
time. The lid seems swollen and no 
eyelashes can be seen. It has been this 
way since I have had her, about a year, 
and in the last few days the potson 
streak down her face where the tears 
run has begun to get bloody, probably 
from fly ibte. I have tried using salt 
water and algo witch hazel, but these 
do not appear to db any good, She 
sees perfectly out of the eye. The 
trouble seems to be entirely with the 
lid. I understand before I bought her 
the upper lid had been accidently cut, 
pee this may have started the trouble, 
= I would like mighty-well to know 

Ow to stop it ,If possible. 

Answer—I wil] not undertake to say 
— what Is the matter with your ani- 

ais eye. It may be trych 
turning tn of the eyelashes. oe — ae 
ritate the front of the eye, or it may 
be an infective inflammation. I advise 
you to have the eye examined by a 
qualified veterinary Surgeon, of whem 
there are one or more in Athens.

. GRASS FOR NAM®P. 

J. H. P., Jefferson City, Tenn—I in- 
close to you a specimen of grass that 
looks good to me, but I am unacquaiat- 
ed with it, as I never saw anything 
just like it here. We have many kinds 
of grass, but this I found beside the 

ike road that leads through my farm. 
t has a fine stooling root and many 
branches seem to come from one seed. 
It looks very much like cheat, but is 
not cheat. Will you please tell me 
through The Constitution what it is, 
and will it pay to use it on my farm 
for pasture, etc. 

Answer—The specimen sent fe rather 
scant to enable me to do more than 
name the genus to which the grass 
probably belongs, to wit, poa, which 
includes Kentucky bluegrass, Texas 
bluegrass and several othér species. 
While it is often possible for me to 
analyze and name & grass from a mo- 
mént’s examination of the flower or 
seed head, it is sometimes necessary 
to have at least one entire stem, show- 
ing the length, or height attained by 
the grass. To a botanist’s eye the speci- 
men sent has yt a remote resem- 
blance to cheat.
